Premier 
leery of 
carbon tax 


MacDonald says levy 
would significantly 
impact Nova Scotians 

By ROBYN YOUNG 

Metro Halifax 

Premier Rodney MacDonald is "not 
a fan" of carbon taxes. 

"If it's something that's going to 
add pressure to Nova Scotians, 
we're not going to do 
it," he said yesterday 
after cabinet. 

Federal Liberal 
Leader Stephane 
Dion yesterday intro¬ 
duced a "green shift" 
energy plan that 
would see carbon 
taxes levied to corpo¬ 
rations and individu¬ 
als across the country in return for 
income tax cuts. 

MacDonald said yesterday Nova 
Scotia relies so heavily on fossil 
fuels, a carbon tax would signifi¬ 
cantly impact the cost of daily liv¬ 
ing. 

He said Dion's plan would penal¬ 
ize Nova Scotia for its reliance on 
fossil fuels. 

"If he wants to truly look after the 


country, he must have forgotten 
about Nova Scotia," he said. 

Brendan Haley, energy co-ordina- 
tor with the Ecology Action Centre, 
said if not carbon taxes, what steps 
will the government take to reduce 
emissions and encourage Nova Sco¬ 
tians to be more environmentally 
responsible? 

"The real danger for Nova Scotia 
is continuing to remain dependent 
on the fossil fuels that are causing 
pollution and are in¬ 
creasing price dra¬ 
matically," he said. 

Environment 
Minister Mark Par¬ 
ent has been talking 
about the possibility 
of carbon taxes for 
several months, say¬ 
ing "everything's on 
the table" when it 
comes to the province's Climate 
Change Action Plan to be introduced 
in the fall. 

But yesterday he changed his 
tune. 

'A carbon tax is still part of the 
discussion, but as I said, it is in¬ 
creasingly, at the time of rising fuel 
prices, looking like a very difficult 
sell," he said.

Cancer ‘highly unlikely* 


Chicoutimi fire 
report details risk 
from 'toxic soup’

Metro Halifax 

For five days HMCS 
Chicoutimi crew members 
breathed in soot from a nasty 
fire, and 
Wednesday 
night they 
learned just 
what they were 
exposed to. 

Lt. Chris 
Saunders died 
from inhaling 
the "toxic soup" 
of smoke the 
fire belched out 
on Oct. 5, 2004. 

And for the five 
days it took for 
the Chicoutimi 
to be towed to Scotland, most 
of the crew had to live and 
breathe in that environment. 

Fast forward four years 
later to Wednesday night's 
meeting at CFB Halifax where 


sailors and their spouses were 
given the results from a de¬ 
tailed analysis of the chemi¬ 
cals in the air. It took so long 
because of a backlog at the 
National Research Council, 
and when completed, the re¬ 
sults were picked apart by a 
number of experts. 

The report says burning of 
cancer-causing substances in 
the glue used in 
the hull insula¬ 
tion was mini¬ 
mal. In fact, the 
report states 
the burning of 
Peridite and 
Sigmacover 
Pitakote were 
no more toxic 
than the smoke 
from other 
items like mat¬ 
tresses and pa¬ 
pers. 

The report 
explains the possibility of the 
crew getting cancer due to the 
toxin is "highly unlikely." 

"There was a very small 
area (of the glue) — about one 
square foot — and paper 


thin," said Navy spokesman 
Cmdr. Jeff Agnew. 

"There were no concerns 
expressed (at the meeting) 
about that." 

But indeed the smoke was 
dangerous and took just a few 
minutes of inhalation to cause 
serious injury. But Agnew 
said if the crew didn't develop 
symptoms within the first 
three to six months, the 
chances are "slim to none" 
they'd ever come down with 
anything. 

Sixty-six recommendations 
came out of a board of inquiry 
on the fire, 89 per cent of 
which have been imple¬ 
mented. But would Saunders 
had lived and others not been 
injured if these recommenda¬ 
tions were in place in 2004? 

"I don't know," Agnew said. 
"But the aim of the imple¬ 
mentation of those recom¬ 
mendations is to mitigate the 
chances of something like that 
ever happening again." 

No sailors wished to speak 
to the media after the meet¬ 
ing.

was about $800,000. 

But Natural Resources 
Minister David Morse said 
yesterday the costs could be 
well over that amount once 
private, uninsurable dam¬ 
ages are included. 

The feds only offer disaster 
relief, on a limited basis, once 
the price tag surpasses $1 
million. 

Morse said HRM absorbed 
a good portion of the cost of 


fighting the fire with police 
services and the municipal¬ 
ity's fire services. 

Now that the fire has been 
snuffed out, Morse said his 
department is working on a 
"post-mortem" 

They've encouraged pri¬ 
vate woodlot owners to clear 
out trees that fell during hur¬ 
ricane Juan. 

The problem of leftover 
debris wasn't so much the 
matchstick effect, but the 
barrier felled trees created 
for fire crews trying to reach 
the blaze, he said.

Prices expected to 
shake consumer 
confidence 

The skyrocketing price of gas 
means Atlantic Canadians 
will be keeping their wallets 


in their pockets more often 
this summer. 

Corporate Research Asso¬ 
ciates' latest survey says high 
price of gas is the most im¬ 
portant issue facing people in 
the region and it's shaking 
consumer confidence. Unem¬ 


ployment and health care 
were the biggest issues facing 
Atlantic Canadians three 
months ago. 

"You're going to see in 
some categories — retail 
being one of them — a signif¬ 
icant drop off in spending, es¬ 


pecially for discretionary 
items ... like travel or leisure 
activities," president and 
CEO Don Mills said. 

Consumer spending ac¬ 
counts for two-thirds of the 
gross domestic product, he 
added. 


"It just ripples through the 
whole economy," Mills said. 

"The big impact, I believe, 
won't come until the fall 
when people start to fill up 
their oil tanks and pay big 
money to heat their homes."

Airport schedules 
to be unaffected 
by runway work

Summer construction can't 
be avoided, not even when 
you're flying. 

Resurfacing the last third 
of the Halifax Stanfield In¬ 
ternational Airport's main 
runway is the big-ticket con¬ 
struction project this sum¬ 
mer. 

An airport spokesman said 
it will not impact operations, 
not even the air show slated 
for this fall. 


Michael Healy told re¬ 
porters yesterday air traffic 
will be heavy on the second¬ 
ary runway between Aug. 18 


to Sept. 30th. 

"We're upgrading the last 
piece, the last third of that 
runway by milling, resurfac¬ 


ing and putting in wider, sta¬ 
bilized shoulders," he said. 

They're also adding new 
lights. 


The secondary strip was 
resurfaced in 2006 and is 
nicknamed the 'crosswinds' 
runway. Healy said if the 
winds blow really high it 
could cause some 'issues.' 

"However we'll have our 
main runway open, it will 
just be a shorter length," he 
said. 

And that's why they 
picked late summer-early fall 
for construction because of 
the least chance of fog and 
strong winds at that time of 
year. 

The air show — canceled 
last year because of runway 
resurfacing — will operate 
with commercial traffic, but 
there will be no ground show 


this year. 

Right now construction 
crews are improving de-icing 
pads, the apron (airplane 
parking space near the ter¬ 
minal), and a major taxiway 
to the runways. The life of 
runways is about 20 years 
and the airport is in the 
fourth year of six in the 
restoration program. 

"This year's construction 
budget is approximately $14 
million," he said. 

Even with the uncertainty 
of what the Air Canada lay¬ 
offs will mean for the air¬ 
port, Healy said he predicts 
air traffic will be up this 
year.

ATVs too dangerous 
for youths, IWK says

The IWK Health Centre is 
weighing in on ATVs, saying 
children under 16 shouldn't 
drive them at all — despite 
the province's $230,000 pro¬ 
gram to train children on safe 
ATV use. 

Robin Walker, vice-presi¬ 
dent of medicine at the re¬ 
gion's largest 
children's hos¬ 
pital, said yes¬ 
terday in a 
news release 
children 
shouldn't 
drive the ma¬ 
chines because they require 
"adult skills and judgment." 

On Wednesday, the 
province announced it had 
bought 66 youth-sized ATVs 
and said it plans to send them 
around the province to help 
train ATV drivers between 
the ages of six and 15. The 
child-sized ATVs cost 
$230,000. 

Walker called for legisla¬ 


tion banning drivers under 16 
from using the machines out¬ 
right. 

Premier Rodney MacDon¬ 
ald told reporters yesterday 
despite criticism, the ma¬ 
chines were a sound invest¬ 
ment. 

"One of the commitments 
that we made in the plan 
around all terrain vehicles 
was to make sure that we 
provide proper training 
courses. You have to have the 
vehicles to do 
that," Mac¬ 
Donald said 
outside a cab¬ 
inet meeting. 

"If it's an 
investment of 
safety for our 
young people, the govern¬ 
ment's willing to make it." 

The issue of children and 
young teens driving ATVs has 
been a political football for 
years. In 2005, the province 
banned children under 14 
from riding anywhere but on 
closed courses, but doctors 
have always pushed for a 
total ban.

Doc not shocked 
by inactivity study 


90 per cent of kids 
not fit: Report 

Truro's Dr. Barry Wheeler 
says he's not surprised by re¬ 
sults of a new survey that 
found 90 per cent of Cana¬ 
dian children 
and youth 

aren't physi¬ 
cally active 
enough. 

The report, 
released earlier 
this week, 

found children 
aged 10 to 16 are typically 
spending six hours a day in 
front of some type of screen, 
which is the equivalent to 42 
hours a week or more than a 
parent's full work week. 

Throughout his 54-year 
medical career, Wheeler has 


long witnessed the ill effects 
that inactivity and obesity 
have on children's health. 

"It gets worse as they get 
older.... Up to Grade 6 they're 
probably not too bad. After 
that, it falls off a great deal." 

To help 
combat the 
growing lev¬ 
els of inactiv¬ 
ity, Wheeler 
two years 
ago started 
an annual 
fun run for 
children. 'A number of years 
ago I checked on the number 
of kids in Grade 12 (who 
were) actually taking the 
phys-ed program. Boys were 
12 per cent, girls seven per 
cent. And I'm told it's really

Hamilton native 
hopes to raise 
$100K for farmers

The warning sign about the 
bacteria didn't keep Kristen 
Roe from making a splash. 

The 26-year-old Hamilton 
native plunged into the 10- 
degree waters off the North¬ 
west Arm yesterday to 
launch her fundraising cam¬ 
paign in support of AIDS and 
farmers in Africa.

Liberal Leader Stephane 
Dion has launched the first 
round of the next election 
campaign with an ambitious 
strategy to fight global 
warming with hefty in¬ 
creases in energy costs cou¬ 
pled with Robin Hood-style 
tax rebates aimed at easing 
poverty. 

Dion yesterday pledged 
that the $15.4 billion in new 
taxes on fossil fuel energy 
would be more than offset by 


tax cuts to individuals and 
corporations, including ini¬ 
tiatives specifically aimed at 
helping lower-income house¬ 
holds, like a new $350 child 
tax credit. 

"We need to make the

UN looks at way 
to stop violence 
against women 

UN Security Council nations 
demanded yesterday that 
warring governments and 
factions act to halt violence 
against women, saying rape 
was no longer just a by-prod¬ 
uct of war but a military tac¬ 
tic. 

U.S. Secretary of State Con- 
doleezza Rice, who chaired 
part of the session, told the 
council the world had now 


recognized that sexual vio¬ 
lence during conflicts went 
beyond individual victims to 
affect nations' security and 
stability. 

Echoed by a string of 
speakers, UN Secretary-Gen¬ 
eral Ban Ki-moon told the 15- 
nation council the problem 
had "reached unspeakable 


and pandemic proportions in 
some societies attempting to 
recover from conflict." 

Maj. Gen. Patrick Cam- 
maert, a former UN peace¬ 
keeping commander, told the 
meeting: "It has probably be¬ 
come more dangerous to be a 
woman than a soldier in an 
armed conflict." 


Speakers identified former 
Yugoslavia, Sudan's Darfur 
region, the Democratic Re¬ 
public of the Congo, Rwanda 
and Liberia as conflict regions 
where deliberate sexual vio¬ 
lence had occurred on a mass 
scale. 

AU.S.-sponsored resolution 
set for a vote later in the day 
by the council called sexual 
violence "a tactic of war to 
humiliate, dominate, instill 
fear in, disperse and/or 
forcibly relocate civilian 
members of a community or 
ethnic group." reuters

PROTEST Belgian farmers,

French court suspends virgin marriage annulment 


A French court overturned 
an order annulling the mar¬ 
riage of a Muslim woman ac¬ 
cused of lying about being a 
virgin yesterday, pending a 
ruling on appeal expected in 
September. The decision adds 
a further twist to a case that 
has caused legal confusion 
and controversy in France. 

The marriage was origi¬ 
nally annulled last month 
after a court ruled that the 
woman had lied over what is 
called in French law an "es¬ 
sential quality," in this case 


her virginity. 

It ruled that the marriage 
contract was therefore in¬ 
valid. 

That ruling was greeted 
with outrage by feminists 
and human rights activists 
shocked that virginity could 
be considered an "essential 
quality." 

Some politicians said 
they were worried that 
conservative Muslim val¬ 
ues were creeping into 
French law. The public 
prosecutor, acting under 


instructions from the justice 
ministry, appealed against 
the ruling, despite objections 
from the woman in the case, 
who wanted the marriage to 
be ended. Yesterday's ruling 
means that the marriage is 
once again in force until the 


appeal court rules on Sept. 

22 . 

The appeals court could 
decide that the annulment 
order should not stand and 
force the couple to seek a 
divorce.

OZONE CONVICTION Two 

refrigeration engineers have 
been convicted by a New 
Zealand court for depleting 
the ozone layer. The 
country's Ministry for 
Economic Development 
prosecuted the two men in 
the first ever case taken 
under a 1996 law protecting 
the ozone layer. The pair 
released an ozone depleting 
substance, 

chlorodifluoromethane 
HCFC22, into the 
atmosphere as they were 
repairing a drinks chiller, 
and ignored a warning that 
it was hazardous. The 
Ministry said it took the 
case as a warning to 
industry. The two were 
convicted and fined NZ$750 
each. 

WHIZ KID For the first time 
in her life, academic prodigy 
Alia Sabur is the same age 
as everyone in her class, but 
the teenager, billed as the 
world’s youngest professors, 
is teaching her peers. U.S. 
citizen Sabur was named a 
full-time professor at 
Konkuk University in Seoul 
in February when she was 
18, earning her an entry in 
the Guinness Book of World 
Records as the world’s 
youngest professor. 

WAR BUDGET The U.S. 
House Thursday approved 
enough new money to 
wage wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan for another 
year, while abandoning 
attempts to set deadlines 
opposed by President Bush 
for withdrawing American 
combat troops. But 
lawmakers were expected 
to reduce the funding level 
in a subsequent vote in 
order to make room for 
some other spending 
initiatives. 

CARTOON SUIT A Danish 
court of appeals on 
Thursday rejected a suit 
against Jyllands-Posten, the 
paper that first published 
cartoons of the Prophet 
Mohammad which sparked 
deadly protests in Asia, 
Africa and the Middle East. 
The High Court for western 
Denmark based in Aarhus 
upheld the decision of a 
lower court last year that 
the paper and its editors 
had not meant to depict 
Muslims as criminals or 
terrorists.

Big risks for cheap gas 


U.S. motorists 
brave violence for 
Mexican fuel 

U.S. motorists are risking 
rampant drug violence in 
Mexico to drive over the bor¬ 
der and fill their tanks with 
cheap Mexican fuel, some 
even coming to blows over 
gas shortages and long 
queues. 

The gap between Mexico's 
subsidized gasoline and 
record U.S. prices has made it 
well worth making the trip, 
and U.S. drivers are even 


shrugging off the dangers of 
Mexico's drug war which 
sees almost daily shootings in 
border towns. 

Some say they can save up 
to $ 100 a month by filling up 
every two weeks in Mexico. 
The extra demand is causing 
shortages at hundreds of 
Mexico's border gas stations, 
some of which are starting to 
ration fuel. 

"It’s worth taking the risk 
even with the violence," said 
a retired California engineer 
named Terry, who declined 
to give his surname, as he 
filled his red Ford pick-up 


truck in Tijuana, over the 
border from San Diego. 

"I know they could kill me 
or kidnap me, but the cost of 
filling my tank in the United 
States is just too much," he 
said. 

Mexico's subsidized gaso¬ 
line — around $ 1.40 cheaper 
per gallon than in the United 
States — is a huge draw as 
average U.S. pump prices hit 
an unprecedented $4 a gallon 
($1.06 a liter). In West Coast 
cities like San Francisco and 
Los Angeles, prices are over 
$4.50 a gallon.

Court rules former woman now male 


Bahraini case 
thought to be 
first in Arab world 

Once a woman, a Bahraini 
man has won his fight to be 
legally recognized as male 
and says that by being the 
first to publicly announce his 
transformation he has soft¬ 
ened Arab society's rigid 
views on gender. 

Formerly known as 
Zaineb, 34-year-old Hussein 
Rabei was the first Bahraini 
to go public with plans to 
change his sex, triggering 


condemnation from many 
Arabs who considered the 
procedure forbidden by 
Islam. 

But after a flood of media 
reports attitudes have 
changed, said Rabei, and a 
court in the Gulf island king¬ 
dom of Bahrain this week 
ruled that he would be 
legally considered male. 

"I am really excited and 
thankful for the ruling," 
Rabei told Reuters on Thurs¬ 
day. 

"Peoples' attitudes have re¬ 
ally changed, they have 


begun to understand after all 
the media coverage and the 
interviews. Society has 
changed a lot," he said. 

Rabei was raised a girl 
after being born with geni¬ 
talia that more closely re¬ 
sembled a vagina than a 
penis. Arab culture and its 
strict views on gender meant 
doctors ignored growing 
signs that Rabei may in fact 
be male, he said. 

His is one of a range of rel¬ 
atively rare conditions in 
which there is a mismatch 
between the body's sexual 


genetic code and its physical 
make up. Instead of having 
two X chromosomes — the 
female pattern — he has an 
XY or male configuration. 

After failing to consum¬ 
mate "her" marriage to a 
man, doctors advised pills to 
induce menstruation and 
surgery to open the hymen, 
disregarding Rabei's con¬ 
cerns that he may be male. 

He turned to a foreign 
clinic, which found he was 
genetically male and lacked a 
female reproductive system.

No name, no logo, goaltender wanted 


Newest Jr. A team looks 
to make moves in draft

Halifax's newest junior A hockey 
franchise doesn't have a name, a logo 
or team colours, but it does have a 
head coach and general manager 
heading into this weekend's draft. 

The former Antigonish Bulldogs 
hired Bridgewater native Tyler Nau- 
gler yesterday to direct the franchise, 
less than 48 hours before they pick 


first overall in Saturday's Maritime 
Junior A Hockey League midget-aged 
draft in Amherst. 

Naugler said he is ready to make 
the pick. 

"They've given me more time than 
just the past 48 hours to prepare for 
this," Naugler said. "I've had discus¬ 
sions with ownership over the past 
few weeks leading up to this agree¬ 
ment, and I've been doing a lot to get 
ready." 

Naugler's hiring is the new Halifax 
franchise's first major move since 
moving from Antigonish last month. 

The 35-year-old has served as head 


coach of the South Shore major 
midget team for the past few seasons, 
earning the 2006-07 coach-of-the- 
year award. He said that background 
will serve him well when it comes to 
drafting and trading. 

"I'm intimately familiar with 
hockey at this level," he said.

At least the guy 
can create an interesting 
character. In The Love 
Guru, Myers stars as Pitlca, 
a self-help swami who 
hopes a high-profile case 
will land him a coveted 
spot on Oprah so he can 


overtake his life-long com¬ 
petitor Deepalc Chopra as 
the number one guru in 
the world. That opportuni¬ 
ty comes when he’s enlist¬ 
ed by the Toronto Maple 
Leafs to help reconcile 
their star player with his 
ex-lover in order to end a 
goal-slump curse on the 
way to winning the Stan¬ 
ley Cup (and that is actual¬ 
ly NOT intended as one of 
the jokes). Okay, nobody 
said Myers’ movies were 
grounded in reality. Austin 
Powers certainly only had 
a modicum of believabili- 


ty, and like Powers, at least 
The Love Guru showcases 
Mike’s ability to charm us 
with his quirky characters, 
even if they are all begin¬ 
ning to seem slightly too 
familiar. Mind you, there 
are some funny moments 
in The Love Guru. Howev¬ 
er, the most notable ones 
come courtesy of Stephen 
Colbert who makes a sur¬ 
prising appearance as a 
drugged-out sports com¬ 
mentator. 

As for Myers, he shines 
more when he’s perform¬ 
ing a sitar version of Ex¬ 


treme’s 1990 ballad More 
Than Words than he ever 
does ceaselessly dropping 
bad penis puns or making 
cracks about soiling him¬ 
self. See, the genius of the 
Austin Powers movies was 
their clever ability to recy¬ 
cle gags; they worked be¬ 
cause they were still with¬ 
in the context of Austin 
Powers. Transporting a lot 
of familiar jokes over to 
Guru just seems ... well, 
lazy. Toss in the fact that 
Myers even cast his 
diminutive Austin Powers 
co-star Vern Troyer so he 


could exploit a handful of 
midget jokes and it gets a 
bit much. On the other 


hand, I suppose it’s nice to 
see Myers keeping Mini-Me 
employed.

A promising start for Get Smart

how badly the movie ver¬ 
sion of Get Smart might 
have turned out, one need 
only reflect with a wince 
on some recent spy movie 
parodies (Johnny English) 
or the lower points of 
Steve Carell’s career (Evan 
Almighty). 

Peter Segal’s film man¬ 
ages to avoid either film’s 
dismally unfunny effect, 
mostly by hewing closely 
to the spirit of the original 
TV series starring Don 
Adams, and by a happy ac¬ 
cident of casting. 


Carell takes over the role 
made famous by Adams — 
Maxwell Smart, the bum¬ 
bling but cocksure secret 
agent who succeeds in 
spite of his best efforts. 
Anne Hathaway does a 
fine job with Agent 99 , 
played by Barbara Feldon 
in the TV series, ably 
matching Feldon’s innate 
sexiness; the only real flaw 
in Hathaway’s portrayal is 
her inability to evoke the 
fetchingly neurotic quality 
Feldon brought to the role. 
It’s in the supporting cast, 
however, that the film cre¬ 
ates a sympathetic setting 
for Carell to make his 
Smart his own creature 
and not either a mimicry 
or a parody of Adams. 

The movie teases out all 
the well-loved props and 
devices of the show with a 
coyness that’s only occa¬ 


sionally maddening, while 
Carell noticeably under¬ 
sells Adams’ trademark 
lines such as “Missed it by 
that much.” A sequel — 
broadly hinted at by 
Patrick Warburton’s 


cameo near the end as 
Hymie the robot agent — 
will have to discover its 
own comic momentum if 
it wants to avoid turning a 
promising start into a pale 
tribute. 


DON'T MESS WITH 
THE ZOHAN 

★ ★★1/2 (out of 5) 

Adam Sandler plays the 
title role in the film, a sort 
of Israeli James Bond with 
a secret dream of styling 
hair in New York City, who 
fakes his death and goes 
off to live his blow-dried, 
'80s-inspired dream. San¬ 
dler plays Zohan with an 
Israeli accent so painstak¬ 
ingly bad that it becomes 
its own joke, as does the 
film's barrage of Hebrew 
and Arab slang, most of it 
invented. 


THE HAPPENING 

★★ 

The very great problem 
with M. Night Shyamalan's 
films is that once he de¬ 
parts from the nameless 
dread so painstakingly cre¬ 
ated in their setup, they've 
lost most of their reason to 


exist. The film is a bit of a 
departure for the director, 
since he reveals the big 
premise early on, and not 
near the end, sparing the 
audience the eye-rolling 
revelations that made 
Signs and The Village so 
retroactively disappoint¬ 
ing. Unfortunately, that 
means you can start 
rolling your eyes and gig¬ 
gling earlier, with the first 
film that makes itself the 
punch line to global warm¬ 
ing's joke.

Mike Myers always

man out of Toronto, but you 
can’t take Toronto out of the 
man. It was a decidedly Canadi¬ 
an (more specifically Toronto¬ 
centric) flavour that actor Mike 
Myers gave to his latest comedy 
opus, The Love 
Guru. 

The Saturday 
Night Live alum¬ 
nus has always in¬ 
serted shout-outs 
to Canada’s largest 
city in previous 
work such as 
Wayne’s World or 
his Austin Powers series, but this 
time his hometown was part of 
the story. 

Filmed in part at the Air Cana¬ 
da Centre and Casa Loma, The 
Love Guru centres around Guru 
Pitlca (Myers) a new-age self-help 
expert who has to rejuvenate the 
confidence of a Toronto Maple 


Leafs sniper (Romany Malco from 
the 40 -Year-Old Virgin) in the 
midst of a bid for the Stanley 
Cup after his wife leaves him for 
his rival, well-endowed goal- 
tender Jacques “Le Coq” Grande 
(Justin Timberlalce). 

For a work so steeped in Cana¬ 
dian culture, Myers isn’t worried 
that international audiences 
won’t be in on the joke. 

“Thinking about what people 
get or don’t get, no. It’s about 
what you think is funny, and 
that’s really what I do,” says 
Myers, 45 . “A 
movie is supposed 
to take you some¬ 
where you’ve never 
been before, and 
say to you, ‘Come 
on in, the water’s 
warm.’” 

Directed by 
Mike Myers Marc0 Schnabel 
(Myers has a history of working 
with first-timers), the movie is 
vintage Myers with its carefully 
crafted pelvic humour, grandiose 
dance numbers, and merciless 
teasing of Verne Troyer (who 
stars as the Leafs’ irascible 
coach) set against a Bollywood 
backdrop. But he fashioned the

story around one of his greatest 
fantasies, and the major reason 
for the movie: A Stanley Cup vic¬ 
tory for the Leafs and an end to 
the 41 -years-and-counting cup 
drought. He notes that at its 
heart, the film is his ode to Leaf 


Nation, wherever they may live. 

“I, like the rest of Toronto, 
have been waiting patiently,” 
says Myers, who was only 4 when 
the Leafs last hoisted the trophy 
in 1967 . 

“I figured, ‘If you write it, they 


will come.’ I wasn’t going to wait 
for it to happen, I was going to 
use this wonderful blessing that 
I have of being able to make 
stuff. For those who stay the 
course and believe, it will be a 
wonderful day.” 


Wall-E a five-year labour of love for director

■iUUUI I TS BEEN five 
years since Andrew Stan¬ 
ton’s Finding Nemo, his 
last movie, hit the the¬ 
atres. In the same amount 
of time a director working 
in live action could have 
made five more films, 
Stanton, one of Pixar’s sta¬ 
ble of name directors, has 
spent almost the whole 
time working on Wall-E, 
the studio’s latest picture, 
a wildly labour-intensive 
period typical of how ani¬ 
mated features are made, 
whether back in the gold¬ 
en age of Disney with cel 
animation, or today, with 
Pixar’s state-of-the-art digi¬ 
tal technology. 

“I often say that directing 
animation is just like direct¬ 
ing live action but in slow 


motion,” Stanton tells 
Metro, looking back on the 
last five years. “You’re deal¬ 
ing with human beings 
that are good at their craft; 
they all have the same jobs 
as on a live-action set, they 
just use a different tool to 
use that job, whether it’s 
costumes, lighting effect, 
camerawork. And you don’t 
have the luxury of getting 
together all at the same mo¬ 
ment, saying ‘action’ and 
seeing it all come together.” 

“When you do live action, 
you do just as much plan¬ 
ning, as much talk, just as 
many people, but then that 
moment happens on the 
same day — you shoot it, 
you’re done. Spontaneity is 
king, and you go with it 
whether it’s sunny or it’s 
raining or whether you 
planned on clouds, and 
there’s something very in¬

vigorating about spontane¬ 
ity. There is not an ounce of 
spontaneity in making an 
animated picture, because 
it just takes so long. So the 


winning side of animation 
is that you have a godlike 
control of everything. You 
can basically tweak till the 
last second. You can go back 


to things you did two years 
ago and change it again, or 
tweak it a little more. You 
can be quite the perfection¬ 
ist, and it would be great if 
you could do both." 

Pixar is famous for its re¬ 
search trips, where the 
heads of each department 
go out and collect the tex¬ 
tures and movements and 
feel of the world where the 
film is set. 

For Cars, they went out 
and toured old Route 66 ; 
for Ratatouille, it was a trip 
to Paris to sample the city’s 
best restaurants. Wall-E is 
set on a future Earth cov¬ 
ered with garbage, and in 
space, and neither place 
suggested any glamorous re¬ 
search trip, so Stanton ad¬ 
mits he delayed his re¬ 
search in favour of spend¬ 
ing a few months — his va¬ 
cation time after Nemo — 


storyboarding the film at 
Pixar. Only after he’d gotten 
the green light did he go 
out and explore the look of 
the film. 

“We went to dumps, we 
went to recycling centres,” 
Stanton recalls. 

“We looked at any kind of 
robot we could look at, even 
if it was the bomb-sniffing 
robot from the nearby po¬ 
lice department. We did go 
to (NASA’s) Jet Propulsion 
Laboratories and look at 
some of their rover designs. 
And we went on the Disney 
cruise line to see how the 
ships are run. It was a lot of 
hodgepodge stuff — there 
wasn’t anything really that 
sexy about it. Cause so 
much of it was fantasy — 
you just have to make stuff 
up.” 

» Wall-E is in theatres next 
Friday.

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Actor Carell gets Smart 


Would you believe ... 
actor didn’t study 
Don Adams’ role?

IBiil SO HOW DO you go 
about making a movie derived from 
an iconic Emmy-Award-winning se¬ 
ries and not fall flat on your face 
like a Maxwell Smart tumble on the 
floor? 

For the generation that grew up 
on the 1965-70 comedy series Get 
Smart, it’s hallowed ground, but co¬ 
screenwriter Tom Astle and compa¬ 
ny felt totally comfortable indulging 
in an opportunity to score some 
points with the old generation of 
Get Smart fans — and make a film 
that stands on its own merit as a 
comedic action film that has ro¬ 
mance, too. 


“The reason the movie works in 
this time period is that the original 
series was done at a time during the 
Cold War, so there was paranoia in 
the air. I don’t know if anybody has 
noticed, but there is a little paranoia 
in society in general now,” Astle told 
Metro. “I think that’s what makes it 
an appropriate time to do this 
movie now.” 

While the movie’s braintrust 
knew they were obliged to pay hom¬ 
age to the original series, there was 
a conscious decision not to simply 
produce a direct steal from the se¬ 
ries. 

Steve Carell (The Office) had no in¬ 
tention of trying to emulate the leg¬ 
endary Don Adams who starred as 
Maxwell Smart, Agent 86. So, to pre¬ 
pare, there was no revisiting the old 
shows. 

“I steered away from it because I 
didn’t want to do an impression of 


Don Adams,” Carell said at a press 
conference in LA “I figured there 
was no way to improve upon what 
he had done. And I thought the 
more I watched him, the more I 
would be inclined to do an imper¬ 
sonation because he was so good 
and so definitive in the role.”

Historical turns

READY to move past the 
endless stream of dark dra¬ 
mas from fall 2007, get 
ready for a new barrage — 
from the 1960s, the 1940s 
and the 1780s. 

Studios are preparing to 
unleash a hailstorm of pe¬ 
riod movies — in broad 
terms, films set in an era 
other than the current — 
in the fall, at times turn¬ 
ing the multiplex circa 
2008 into a veritable cine¬ 
matic museum. 

The films range from 
large studio productions 
(Clint Eastwood’s 1920s 
missing-child drama 
Changeling and Baz 
Luhrmann’s World War II 
epic Australia) to specialty 
releases (the midcentury 
Southern tale The Secret 
Life Of Bees and the 1960s 
Catholic-school drama 
Doubt). 

They veer from costume 
dramas (the 18th century 
Keira Knightley quill-and- 
wig extravaganza The 
Duchess) to political sagas 
(Ron Howard’s Frost/Nixon) 
to 1950s family dramas 
(the Sam Mendes-Leonardo 
DiCaprio collaboration 


Revolutionary Road) to 
biopics (Gus Van Sant’s 
Milk) to yet more WWII 
throwbacks (Ed Zwick’s De¬ 
fiance, Mikael Hafstrom’s 
Shanghai and Spike Lee’s 
Miracle At St. Ana). 

“It seems like Hollywood 
is merging with the Histo¬ 
ry Channel,” media critic 
Robert Thompson noted 
wryly. 

Studios have a long tra¬ 
dition of producing movies 
set in previous eras, from 
epics like Ben-Hur to inti¬ 
mate stories like The Ice 
Storm. But the latest wave 
of period movies is notable 
for several reasons. 

These movies are coming 
all at once — scores of pic¬ 
tures crammed into a peri¬ 
od of just 10 or 12 weeks. 
The stakes and expecta¬ 
tions for these movies also 
are higher because the 
overall number of fall spe¬ 
cialty releases is expected 
to be down by as much as 
25 per cent from the near¬ 
ly 70 titles released last 
year. 

Ad, maybe most critical, 
these period films are 
being released at a moment 
when questions linger from 


chic 

last season about whether 
the audience can find 
enough to identify with in 
fall releases. 

That combination is 
enough to make some ex¬ 
ecutives nervous. 

“It’s a lot of period 
movies, and it’s going to 
be a question of who’ll be 
able to connect,” said one 
high-ranking arthouse-stu- 
dio executive releasing a 
period film. 

Nonetheless, develop¬ 
ment executives point to 
reasons why historical is 
suddenly fashionable de¬ 
spite the risks. 

In a time when summer 
releases have trumped fall 
movies on spectacle, they 
say, it’s a chance for films 
to chisel out a new niche. 
Boxoffice Mojo president 
Brandon Gray suggests 
that period pictures are in 
effect the fall’s answer to 
the summer tentpole. 

“A movie set in period 
can be a selling point be¬ 
cause it transports you to 
another world without 
being a fantasy or relying 
on big special effects,” he 
said.

Merging music and painting 


Artist to paint to 
live DJs tonight

THERE IS A LOT going on 
around Peter Farmer when 
he is painting — beating 
music, buzzing crowds and 
blinking lights — but it 
doesn’t faze him. 

“It’s great, there is so 
much drama and you get a 
rush as you go through the 
night,” he said. “I find the 
best brush strokes are 
within the first couple 
hours.” 

Farmer will be putting 
brush to canvas at The Mar¬ 
quee Club tonight as part of 
Siren, a show melding art 
and hip-hop by Art Cabaret. 
The collective has held simi¬ 
lar shows in Winnipeg and 
Montreal, and this is its 
Maritime debut. 

“The more you go over a 
painting and break it down 
and build it up again, it 


loses that kinetic energy,” 
said Farmer. “When you do 
it off the cuff, and you are 
flying, it ends up turning 
out quite good.” 

While Juno-nominated DJ 
— and Halifax native — 
Skratch 
Bastid and 
others are 
spinning. 

Farmer will 
be on a stage 
busily work¬ 
ing on his 
painting of a 
semi-nude 
mermaid set 
against the 
backdrop of 
a cliff. A live 
model will 
be used. 

The Art Cabaret idea 
started around five years 
ago when the British-born 
Farmer was living in Win¬ 
nipeg. Originally a graphics 
designer, he wanted to go to 
Europe and decided to sell 
some of his university-day 
paintings at his home. It 


worked, and he was soon on 
a flight across the Atlantic. 

“I decided to keep doing 
it over and over again, but 
with more effort, bigger 
venues and more talented 
people around,” said 

Farmer, who 
also lived in 
Newfound¬ 
land and 
spent time in 
Halifax. 

Actually 
painting at 
the show was 
an idea that 
was suggested 
later in Mon¬ 
treal by a fel¬ 
low artist. 
Farmer said 
events like Siren also take 
art out of the studio and 
out of the gallery, introduc¬ 
ing it to a new audience. 

“The galleries are great, 
and they play an important 
role, but it is not the only 
way people can enjoy art — 
and I don’t think it ever 
should be.”
